F. No. 2|65-A|85E.I.—-This scheme relates to the 
exports of certain readymade garments and knitwear 
items to USA. EEC Member States (Federal Repub¬ 
lic of Germany, France, Italy, Benelux, United, King¬ 
dom, Irish Republic Denmark and Greece), Austria, 
Finland, Sweeden, Norway and Canada for the 
period 1st January, 1986 to 31st December, 1986. 

2. Agents for administration of the scheme, (i) 
Unless otherwise directed, the Appardi Export Pro¬ 
motion Council (AEPC), New Delhi will allocate 
export entitlements and do the necessary certification 
for the export of all garments and knitwear covered 
by this scheme, except that the entitlements for 
woollen knitwear would be allocated by the Wool 
and Woollen Export Promotion Council (W&WEPC) 
New Delhi, However, in respect of woollen knitwear 
necessary certification will continue to be done by 
the Apparel Export Promotion Council. List of cate¬ 
gories of Textile products covered under this scheme 
are available with the Apparel Export Promotion 
Council and the Wool and Woollen Export Promo¬ 
tion Council. Government reserves the right to make 
changes, as considered appropriate with regard to 
the agencies for the administration of the scheme. 

(ii) Export entitlement will bs allowed onlv to ex¬ 
porters who are registered with competent Register¬ 
ing Authorities. , 

3. Systems and Quantum of Allotment.(i) Quanti¬ 
ties for export will be allocated according to the 
following systems at rates indicated against each of 
thqjm:—

(ii) Government reserves the right to use flexibi¬ 
lities provided in the ‘Bilateral agreement as consi¬ 
dered appropriate. 

4. Division of the allotment year and apportionment 
of quantities among periods (i) in the case of PPE 
system the year will be divided into two periods. The 
first period will be from Jst January to 30th April 
and the second period will be from 1st May to 30th 
September, A minimum of 50 per cent ol the total 
allotment made should be utilised within the first 
period; the un-utilised balanced of the 50 per cent 
would be deemed to be automatical surrendered 
unless otherwise carried over with enhanced guaran¬ 
tee. For the Manufacturer Exporters Entitlement sys¬ 
tem there will be one period from 1st January to 30th 
Sept. The Allotment may be valid beyond 30th Sept, 
a s per provisions in Pam I5(iii). The entire allocation 
under Past Performance and Manufacturer Evportef 
System would have to be utilised before 30th Sept. 
1986. The un-utilised balance, if any, would be deem¬ 
ed to be automatically surrendeted unless its validity 
is extended in accordance with the provisions in Para 
15(iii). 

(ii) In the case of C<jitra]|State Corporations and 
First Come First Served Small Order System the year 
will be divided into three-4 monthly periods namely 
January-April, May-August and Scptembcr-D'ccem- 
ber, in the case of woven items, and into two periods 
January-August and Scptcmbcr-December for knit¬ 
ted items. In the case of Ccntral'State Corporation 
system quanties for woven items will be distributed 
among the 3 periods in the ratio of 50:35:15 and 
in the case of FCFS system 15 per cent of the an¬ 
nual level will be allotted in the first period, 7 per 
cent in the second period and 3 per cent in the third 
period whereas the quantities for knitted items will 
be distributed between the two periods in the ratio 
of "85:15 in both the systems.

(ii) For children’s garments 10 per cent of thj 
quantities available in all categories at the terminal 
dates will he reserved. 


(ii) Eligibility for past performance entitlement 
system. An exporter will be eligible for allotment of 
quantities under the Past Performance System for the 
year I9S6 only if he has export performance in the 
relevant countrvlcategory during any two years of 
the three veurs vi/. 1983 1984 and January-Jurie, 
1985. 

(iii) Base period and ceiling: The past Performance 
Entitlement will be determined for each country|catc- 
gory combination pro-rata on the basis of average 
annual exports during the base period of 1983, 1984. 
and January-June, 1985. The pro-rata allotment ol 
Past Performance Entitlement will be subject to a 
maximum ceiling equivalent to the average annual 
export performance of the exporter during the base 
period in the relevant country (category. In the case 
of any subsequent changes in the entitlement of any 
individual exporter the entire exercise of pro-rata 
quantity need not be re-opdned but suitable adjust¬ 
ments will be made in the entitlement of the expor¬ 
ter. 

(iv) Transferability of past performance entitlement 

Past performance Entitlement will be transferable 
either in full or in part to anothei registered exporter 
of garments at any time upto 30th September, 1986 
subject to the following terms and conditions:— 

(a) All transfers of Past Performance Entitle¬ 
ment would only be allowed on siibmission 
of 10 per cent Bank Guarantee by the trans¬ 
feree. 

(b) Transferee would be allowed 60 days to ex¬ 

port of transferred quantity. 

(c) Shipments against such transferred entitle¬ 
ment will be counted as the exports of the 
transferee. 

(d) An exporter who obtains entitlement by trans¬ 

fer from any other exporter in L i particular 
country|category either in full or in part 
will not be eligible to transfer any entitle¬ 
ment to another exporter in the same coun¬ 
try (category. 

(e) A Past Performance Entitlement holder who 

obtains any entitlement under First Come 
First Served small order system in a parti¬ 
cular country category will not be eligible 
to effect any transfer front his Past Perform¬ 
ance Entitlement in that conutry|catcgory 
after he obtains such Small Order Entitle¬ 
ment. 


(iii) For woollen garments there will be reserva¬ 
tion in terms of quantity in specified countries and 
tfSTegories. 

This will be amounted by the Textile Commissioner. 

6 . Past Performance system, (i) Agency for cal¬ 
culation of past performance entitlements: The agency 
for calculation of the entitlement of quantities under 
Past Performance System in respect of each expor¬ 
ter wall Ire the Apparel Export Promotion Council, 
New Delhi. Textile Commissioner will supervise this 
work of the Apparel Export Promotion Council. 


(f) The transferror entitlement in the hands of 
the transferee will be subject in all other 
respects, to the toms and conditions as those 
applicable to the transferror. 

7. Fiist come First Served small order system, 
Under this system, quantities will be allotted on First 
Come First Served basis against application*- support¬ 
ed by firm contracts and Letter of Credit. Letters of 
Credit should be valid, operative mid irrevocable. 
Letters ol Credit should clearly mention the orders 
aganst which LCs have been opened. Allotment of 
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quantities -kail be made only for small orders which 
are within the quantitative limit fixed by the Textile 
Commisrioncr for different country|catcgory. Such 
quantatitivc limits will be urnuonced in due coarse. 
The allotment under tliis system will be subject to 
the following conditions:— 

(i) The exporters should have bee,-) registered 

with the Apparel Export Promotion Coun¬ 
cil (or WAIVE PC for woolleu knitwear) on 
or before 31st December 1983 to be eli¬ 
gible to apply for allocation under this sys¬ 
tem during 1986. 

(ii) Only one application will be admissible from 

an exporter for one canutry 1 category for one 
day. However, more than one application 
can be made provided the total quantity 
covered by such application is within the 
stipulated quantitative ceiling. The applica¬ 
tion for the 1st period will be received on 
1-12-1985 but allotments will be made from 
1-1-1986. 

(iii) Allotment under this system shall be valid 
for a period of 60 da)s. In the third period 
allotment shall be valid only upto 31st 
December 1986. 

(iv) Allotme'nt will be granted on First Come 
First Served basis, and on a day when avail¬ 
able quantities arc over subscribed the eli¬ 
gibility will be decided on the basis of 
higher unit price realisation. 

(v) An exporter with Past Performance Fntitle- 

ment will be eligible for applying under this 
system after exporting ntleast 50 tier cent 
of his Past Performance Fntltlement in the 
relevant conutry|calcgory, as worked out 
according to Para P(iii). He will also have 
the option of surrenderin'! the entire bal¬ 
ance of Past Performance Entitlement that 
the holds in the relevant country [category 
and then applying under First Come Eirst 
Served Small Order system, provided he 
has not effected any transfer from his Past 
Performance Entitlement in that counry[ 
category. 

(vi) A Manufacturer Exporter Entitlement holder 

will have to utilise or surrender his such 
entitlement fully before becoming eligible 
to apply under the First Come First Ser¬ 
ved Small Order System. 

(vii) For the purpose of allotment under the 
FCF Small Order system, an applicant 
should given an affidavit that none of his 
associate concerns us defined in paragranh 
120 of tho Handbook of Import-Fxpoit 
Procedures 1985-86 has applied for allot¬ 
ment under this system and also that no 
other proprietorship concern under his pro¬ 
prietorship has applied for allotment un¬ 
der this svstem. Further, the applicants for 
1 st period allotment should also give an 
affidavit that none of their associate con¬ 
cern has any past performance entitlements. 


8 . Manufacturer Exporters system: In this system 
quantities to the extent c$ 7 per cent of the annual 
level will be allotted to Manufacturer Exporters sub¬ 
ject to the condition that the Uftal allocation for a 
Manufacturer Exporter under Past Performance and 
the Manufatcurer Exporter system will not exceed 
110 per cent of his average annual Past Performance, 
as worked out according to the Para 6(iii). 50 per 
cent of level will be allotted on the basis of past per¬ 
formance and the remaining 50 per cent on 
the basis of manufacturing capacity of manufacturer 
exporters. The Textiles Commissioner will decide the 
eligiblity for allotment under this system for which 
he will issue detailed instructions. 

9. Central|State corporations svstem: For Corpor¬ 
ations under the control of the Centralist ate Union 
Territory Governments and Apex, Co-operative 
Handlocm Marketing Societies at the Central State 
levels, there will be a special allocation not exceed¬ 
ing 3 per cent of the annual level. The allocation will 
however, be made only for direct exports by these 
corporations|Apex Societies. The allocation under 
the system will be subject to the condition that the 
Central|State Corporation should ha v c production 
under its aegis. If such a Corporation does not have 
production facilities under its aegis, it should not 
get the manufacturing done by listed exporters or by 
manufacturers who are already supplying to any other 
exporters. These conditions wall, however, not. apply 
to slow moving items. The Corporations!Apex Socie¬ 
ties will also be eligible for allotment of quantities 
under Past Performance and First Come First Ser¬ 
ved Small Orders Systems of allotment subject to 
fulfilment of conditions laid down in the Policy. The 
Textile Commissioner will determine the entitlement 
of the CorporationslApex Societies. 

10. Slow moving Items, For identification of slow 
moving items performance during the 1 first four months 
of 1985 and the performance during 1984 will be 
taken into account. An item would be termed slow 
moving if during the period under reference its ex¬ 
ports havc not exceeded 75 per cent of the level ear¬ 
marked for the first four months of 1985 or during 
the entire year 1984. Government, however, reserves 
the right to change the criteria during the course of 
'he year if warranted by the demand trend and pacej 
of utilisation of annual levels. 

Notwithstanding anything contained elsewhere in 
this Public Notice, the following relaxations will be 
available in respect of itdms declared slow moving— 

(i) Registration with AEPC'W&WFPC can be 

done at any time during the yem for eligi¬ 
bility under the First Come First Served 
Small Order Svstem. 

(ii) There shall be no compulsory Letter of 

Credit stipulation. 

(tit) The exporter shall have to furnish 1 per cent 
Earnest Money Deposit iBank Guarantee iti 
lieu of normal Bank GuaranteefEamest 
Money Deposit. 

(Iv) The quantitative ceiling stipulated in the case 
of Pint Come First Served Small Orders 
application shall not be enforced. There 
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■shall also not be any restrictions on the 
number of applications that can be submit¬ 
ted in one day in thd countryjcategory. 

(v.) Certification of shipping bills under First 
Come First Served Small Orders systems 
for slow moving items will be valid upto 
the end of the allotment period during 
which the aplication has been submitted. 

(vi) There may be separatd floor prices for child¬ 
ren's garments in slow moving items. 

11. Allocation of categories not subject to speci¬ 
fic limit in USA. A specified quantity under the cate¬ 
gories not subject to specific limit but subject to 
overall group II limit in USA will be allocated under 
all the four systems like! any other category. All 
conditions applicable to allocation of sensitive items 
under the above "systems will also be applicable to 
allocation of such categories. Such al'oeations will 
also be subject to any other condition that may be 
stipulated in the event of limitations on exports be¬ 
ing introduced on any of these categories. Conver¬ 
sion of Past Performance Entitlement and Manufac¬ 
turer Entitlement for items under specific or tempo¬ 
rary restraint into items not covered by such res¬ 
traints and also conversion among non-restraint items 
in terms of square yards equivalence (SYE) may 
be permitted by the Apparel Export Promotion. Coun¬ 
cil within the Group ceiling. 

12. Minimum Export (Floor Prices): Normally, 
there shall be only one floor price for each country! 
category. The Textile Commissioner will prescribe 
floor prices. In determining them he will take into 
"account all relevant factors including the fact whetheb 
a particular item has been identified as slow moving 
one or not. 

13. Validity period of certification of export entitle¬ 
ment:’ A certification on the shipping bills shall be 
valid for a period of 30 days except in the case of 
First Come First Served Small Order system where the 
validity period will be as stipulated in Para 7(iii). 

14. Letter of credit. The allocation for all garments 
and knitwear will be made on letter of credit terms. 
Letter of Credit should be operative, valid and irrevo¬ 
cable. In the case of First Come First Served Small 
Orders and Central[State Corporations system, Let¬ 
ter of Credit should be submitted alongwith the appli¬ 
cation. In the case of Past Performance Entitlemeint 
and Manufacturer Exporter Entitlement system. 
Letter of Credit should be produced at the time of 
obtaining certification". Letters of Credit will not be 
required for slow moving items declared as such in 
terms of para HE 

15. Earnest money deposit[bank guarantee and 
forfeiture thereof : (i) In the case of Past Perform¬ 
ance systetp exporter shall not be required to furnish 
Earnest Money Deposit or Bank Guarantee for quan¬ 
tity shipped during the-period Januarv-April, 1986. He 
should utilise 50 per cent of the Past Performance 
Entilement on or before 30-4-86. The un-utilised 
portion of this entitlements can be carried over with 
Bank Guarantee of 15 per cent during the second 


penod. He should utilise 75 per cent of the Past per¬ 
formance Entitlement on or before 31-7-86. The 
un-utilised portion of this entitlement can be car¬ 
ried over with Bank Guarantee of 15 per cent upto 
309-86. 

(ii) In the case ol Manufacture Exporter System, 
an exporter shall not be required to furnish any Ear¬ 
nest Monc^ DepositIBank Guarantee for quantity 
shipped during the period January-April 1986, He 
shall be required to furnish Earnest Money Deposit! 
Bank Guarantee to’ the extent of 10 per cent of the 
FOB value of export entitlements retained beyond 
3(M-86. East date for production of such Earnest 
Money DepositJBank Guarantee would be 30-4-86. 

O'ii) The \alidity of Past Performance* Entitlement 
and Manufac'urer Exporters Entitlement would be 
restricted to 30th September. However, validity can 
be extended upto 31st December, 1986 against speci¬ 
fied contracts backed by Letter of Credit subject to 
submission of Earnest Money DepositIBank Guaran¬ 
tee at the rate of 20 per cent of FOB value. 

(iv) In the case* of First Come First Served Small 
Order and CentrallState Corporations system, an 
exporter shall be required to give performance bond 
backed by Earnest Money Deposit IBank Guarantee 
©5 per cent of the FOB value on the quantities applied 
for. 

(v) An exporter who exports not less than 90 per 
cent of the export entitlement allocated to him on or 
before 30-9-86 in the Manufacturers Exporter Sys¬ 
tem or in a particular period under the other sys¬ 
tems of allotment excluding Past Performance Entile- 
raent will not be liable to forefeiture of EMDjBG. 
An exporter who performs not less than 75 per cent 
but less than 90 per cent will be liable to proportion¬ 
ate forfeiture. If the utilisation of export entitle¬ 
ment allocation is less than 75 per cent the exporter 
will be liable' for forefeiture of EMD|BG in full. In 
the cases of PPE System, EMD|BG will be forfeited 
unless 90 per cent of the quantity covered bv such 
EMDIBG is utilised. Tn the case of revaluation tin¬ 
der Past Performance Entitlement and Manufacturer 
Exonrter system beyond 30-9-86 the entire amount 
of EMD'BG will be forfeited unless 90 per cent of 
the quantity covered by individual contracts is utili¬ 
sed. These provisions will be subject to conditions 
of force majeure wherever these arise. 

(vi) Tn the case of CentrallState Corporations where 
the utilisation is not less than 75 per cent witMn the 
validity period the exporter will have the ontion to 
seek extension for the next allotment period within 
the export entitlement war. Applications for such 
extention would be filed within one moMh of the 
end of the relevant allotment period. In such cases 
exporter will have to furnish F.MDlBG at double the 
normal rate for balance quantity. Tn the case of Ms 
failure to export fully, the EMD|BG will be liable to 
be forfeited in full. 

(vii) Persons to whom export entitlements are al¬ 
lotted but who do no! utilise them fully would ren¬ 
der themselves liable to disqualification from getting 
entitlements ip future without prejudice to any other 
action that may be taken in this behalf. 
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16, Appeal against forfeituie of EMD|BGs For 
tlic purpose of giving the con ,(deration in represen¬ 
tations made by the exporters against forfeiture of 
HMD BG for non-ulilisalion of allotted expoit entitle¬ 
ments, the follow mg procedure will apply.
